Although domestic" violence has occurred throughout history, we have only 
Recently beflun. to- acknowledge the extent of the problem nationwide and to 
establish service., programs' to assist its . victims. . Violence, within the 
family may take various" fonns incl|iding spouse abuse, child abuse, sibling 
violence, or violj^nce against parents > or elderly "f amity . members. Often 
different types of violence may occur within the same family. While there 
is no universal ly accepted definition of domestic violence, the -term refers 
to any act or threatened act of violence which Vesults in physital injury 
that is committed against a relative or' another person with whom ^ne resides 
in a husband-wife relationship. - , ^ ^ " 



The victims of domestic violence are for the most part women. ,A recent 
national survey established that atMeast 2 million women are beaten by 
their husbands each year. This iyioleoce has an impact on all members of 
the family. Abused women and their children need an afray,.-Qf services rapg- 
ing from simple emotional "support to counsel ing,-^emergency or interim housing, 
medical and legal services, cliild care, financial assistance, or job placement 
and training. Children who have witnessed" violence within the' family need 
supportive. services to counteract the emotional stress or potential psycho- 
logical damage- which can result when, violence among loved ones Is sanctioned 
or reinforced. Similarly, those who rely on physical violence as a-principal. 
problem-solving mechanism .also need " assistance to enable them to develop 
coping techniques and alternatives to viblence and physical abuse. 

Since domestic violence has- becpme an issue . of public .concern, there? has 
been an increased demand for information on where to turn for assistance at 
the Federal, State, and locaOev6ls/ Locally^ designed shelter programs 
providing immediate protection iind crisis services have been a major source 
of assistance in many communities. Mor.e recently community service organiza- 
tions are seeking to expand existing services for victims of domestic vlo- 
1-ence by developing' linkages with State and local serviceligencies. 

In an" effort to strengthen trte response of Federal programs to the needs of 
victims of." dpmestic violence. President Carter established an-. Interdepartmen- 
tal CoTMittee on Domesti-c ..Violence in April 1979. T-his committee is chaired 
by the secretary of the Department of Health and Human Services, and- has 
representatives *fronf the Departments of Agricultur^^^^efense; Education, 
Housing and Urban. Development, Interior, Justice, Labor, and Transportation; 
ACTION; The Community ■ Services Administration; the Commission oft Civil 
'Rights', the Legal " Services Corporation; and the' Veterans Administration:, 
Over the past . year its- major task Was to conduct a- review, of Federal pro- 
grams; currently providing or - capable of providing assistance to victims 
of dome'stic violence.

The Legal Services Corporation is a private nonprofit organization form'ed by 
Cojfgress in 1974. The corporation provides "financial support for legal as- 
sistarfce in non-criminal proceedings or matters to persons financially 
unable to afford legal assistance."

Limited research fellowship grants are available ta^indiyiduals for research 
projects which examine legal service issues affecting the low-income popula- 
tion. 

The National Center on Women and Family Law serves as. a new "backup center" 
of tbe Legal Services Corporation. Ttre backup center does hot distribute 
funds, but it provj^des Support and technical assistance to attorneys, para- 
legals, clients, and client organizations. The National Center was estab- 
lished to explore new approaches to the problems of poor 'women and their, 
families by developing *and disseminating information^ conducting impact 
litigation, and providing legislative and administrative advocacy. Its 
first priority is to address the issue of violence against women in domestic 
relationships. 

* FORMULA. AND MATCHING GRANTS . ' 

Local offices receive funding based on the nun|)e^ of poor persons in the serv- 
ice area. These numbers are based on the 1970 census.! The money allocsited 
/breaks down to approximately $7 per eligible person or resources equivalent, 
to two attornlys per 10,000 eligible persons. /. ,

There are 335 local legal assistance programs established by the Corporation . 
throughout the country. Many of these programs are instrumental in acquiring 
protective orders and temporary restraining orders for victims of domestic- 

^violence as we]! as obtaining divorces and child custody. The degree to / 
which the individual programs^ deal with the area of domestic violence depends / 

, on the priorities setT)y the'local program and ihe available civil remedies 
within the State. Local programs must receivg Community input, however, in 
establishing their pri^ori.ty. This restriction is monitored by the Legal Serv- 
ices Corporation. The Corporation can imDact upon the \oca] legal service 

^ programs it funds througJ^ training programs as well. V
